SCHOOL  REPORT  FOR   J90L 


CiTizENvS  OF  Springfield: 

We  ask  j'oiir  thoughtful  attention  as  we  briefly  re- 
view the  school  work  of  the  past  year. 

Six  schools  have  been  in  session  this  year.  Our 
list  of  perfect  attendance  is  much  larger  than  it  has  been 
lately,  fifty  of  the  pupils  enrolled  having  been  perfect 
for  at  least  one  term,  while  eleven  pupils  were  present 
every  half-day  of  each  term  without  being  tardy.  We 
would  call  your  attention  to  the  Sanborn  Division,  se- 
cond term,  where,  of  the  twelve  pupils  enrolled,  nine 
were  perfect  in  attendance  and  two  others  were  absent 
only  one  day  on  account  of  sickness;  but,  considering 
the  number  of  pupils  in  Washburn  Division  the  attend- 
ance there  for  the  j^ear  is  better. 

We  would  also  have  you  notice  that  the  visits  by 
parents  and  citizens  are  fewer  in  number  than  they 
should  be.  Fathers,  mothers,  this  thing  ought  not  to 
be  so! 

On  occount  of  sickness,  we  were  obliged  to  substi- 
tute teachers  in  Philbrick  and  Washburn  Divisions  dur- 
ing the  spring  term.  The  winter  term  in  Morgan  Divi- 
sion was  necessarily  closed  after  only  three  and  two 
fifths  weeks,  owing  to  the  heavy  snows. 

During  the  school  year  beginning  August  i,  1901, 
we  have  had,  to  date,  fourteen  weeks  in  Philbrick  and 
Sanborn    Divisions,    thirteen    in    Center   and    Maxfield, 


twelve  in  Washburn,  and  eleven  and  two-fifths  in  Mor- 
gan Division.  We  shall  endeavor  to  equalize  the  terms 
before  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  we  introduced 
Morton's  Geography  throughout  the  town.  These 
books  are  up-to-date  and  a  decided  improvement  over 
our  old  books,  and  we  believe  they  have  been  and  will 
be  used  with  profit  to  the  pupils. 

All  our  teachers  attended  the  Institute  at  Grantham 
last  fall,  organized  1899,  by  the  School  Boards  of  Spring- 
field, Grantham  and  Croydon.  Another  Institute  will 
be  held  this  year  in  our  town. 

Desiring  your  hearty  co-operation  during  the  com- 
ing year,  we  respectfully  submit  our  report.
